PARISH CCUNCIL NOT SS 


The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was helc on Tuesday 2Cth 
November at 7.30 p.m. in Dar. Hill School. 


Youth Club. 


After full ciscussion it was asreec unanimously that in view of the present 
condition of the Farrn House the Youth Club must be temporarily closed 

on grounds of both safety and public hygiene. The Council regrets having 

to make this cecision and the matter will be discussed at sreater length 

at the Lecember meeting cf the Parish Council, when it will form a separate 
item on the Agenda. 


Street lighting 


It was reported that Eastern Slectricity have been cerrying out repairs to 

the street lighting system in the Gladcesice area, anc in several places the Ge 
fostpath has had to be dug up. These holes have been protected by fencing 

but in severcl cases chilcren have been playing in them. astern Zlectricity 

warn of the Cangers of this and the Parish Council endorses this warning, 

in this instance anc also in the case of other repair works and builcing sites. - 
Please ensure that your chilcren are not allowed to play in anc around these 
cangerous areas, before serious injury or a fatality occurs. 


Library 

he Cherrmen reported on a meoting between representatives of the Parish 
Council anc. the County Librarian to discuss library facilities anc future 
plans. é.lthcuch no firm cecision has yet been inade, it seems likely that 
Ear Hill will be granted a static library, which may be housed in a 
tempcrary Duilcins until funcS permit the construction of 2 permanent one. 
Various sites for this were ciscussec, as were other possible uses for 
the library premises. The mecting was generally considered to have been 
most useful, anc further information will be given as it becomes available.
